Clarence McSweeney, police operator in-the

no doubt true and there are good reasons 
for it. In the fret place ofttimes quarantine 
evokes a herdship upon the family that is 
really distressing to those who sympathise 
as the family doctor must with his patients. 
Then the inflexible red tape of the health 
department is used with ail its power to roll 
over the doctor as well as the family, and 
both become discouraged and try to evade 
the quarantine by not reporting the 4 4 
I have talked with doctors who tell me that 
they never report diseases because they al- 
waye are compelled to quarrel with the bealth 
department in order to get any justice at all; 
but, above all, my own personal experience 
leads me to know that the men in the health 
department will use all the police power of 
the city to crush those who differ with them, 
but when they are in the wrong or their em- 
ployés are in the wrong they will protect 
them with all the power they may and thus 
again the doctor ise antagonized and oftttimes 


unjastly blamed when his own experience 


may be worth a great deal more than the 
officious interference of a cheap hireling. 
There should be a spudied cotperation be- 


tween the health department and the family 


doctor and he should be protected to the 
fullest extent wherever possible instead of 
being crushed with studied antagonism.

In his letter Thorpe admitted he had played 
baseball for a salary on a professional team 
three years ago, while a etudent et the Car- 
lisle Indian school, but that on the same 
team there were several norther’t college men 
who were regarded as amateurs and Thorpe 
did not realize his action wae wrong. Thorpe 
added that he did not play for the money he 


earned, but for love of the game. 


Best of Modern Athletes. 


Thorpe’s winnings of the pentathion and 
decathlon events at the Olympic games in 
Stockholm, and his wonderful performances 
which won for hing the al! around chamipion- 
ship of the A. A. U. at Celtic park last Sep- 
tember, stamped him the most marvelous 
all round athlete of modern times. In addi- 
tion his prowess as a football player last 
season earned for him by unanimous choice 
of leading sporting writers the position of 
half back on the all American football team, 
All the prizes and the honors which Thorpe 
hae gained since 1900—the date from which 
his standing as a professional begins—must 
be transferred through the officials of the 
AmeAeur Athletic union to the men whe fin- 
ished second to the Indian.

Thorpe’s letter, dated at Carlisle, Pa., yester- 
day and addressed to Mr. Sullivan, follows: 

‘* When the interview with Mr. Clancy stating 
that I had played baseball on the Winston-Salem 
team .was shown me I told Mr. Warner that it was 
not true, and th fact I did not play on that team. 
But so much has been said in the papers since 
then that I went to the school authorities this 
morning and told them just what there wae in the 
stories. 

‘“T' played baseball at Rocky Mount and at 
Fayetteville, N. C., In the summer of 1909 and 
1910 under my own name. On the same teams 
I played with were several college men from the 
north who were earning money by playing ball 
during their vacations and who were-regarded as 
amateurs at home. I did not play for the money 
there was in it, because my property brings me 
in enough money to live on, but because I liked 
to play pall. z 


Ignorant of Rules. 


‘*7 was not wise in the ways of the worlé and did 


not realize thie was wrong, and it would make me 


a professional in track sports, although I learned 
from the other players that would be better for 
me not to let any one khow that "I wae playing, 
and for that reason I never told any ohe at the 
schoo! about it until today. 

**In the fall of 1911 I applied for readmission 
to thie schoo! and came back to continue my studies 
and take part in the school sporta and, of course, 
I wanted to get on the Olympic team and take the 
trip to Stockholm. I had Mr. Warner send in my 
application for registering In the A. A. U., after 
I had anewered the questions and signed it, and 
I received my card allowing me to compete in the 
winter meets and other track sports. 

** I-never fealized until now whet a big mistake 
I meade by keeping it a secret about my ball play- 
ing, and I am sorry I did so. I hope I will be part- 
ly excused by, the fact that I was simply an Indian 
achoolboy and did not know all about such things. 
In fact,.I di not know that I was doing wrong, 
because I wae doing what I knew several other 
college men had done, extept that they did not 
use thelr own names. 


Turns Down Many Offers. 
*“T have always liked sport and only played or 


run races for the fun. of the thing, and never to 


earn money. I have.received offers amounting to 
thousands of dollars since my victories last sum- 
mer, but I have turned them all down, because I 
4id not care'to make money from my athletic skill, 
Iam sorry, Mr. Sullivan, to have it al! spoiled in 
thie way, and I hope the Amateur Athletic union 
and the people will not be too bard fa judging me.
